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NOTES OF THE SOCIETY 


On June the 9th we enjoyed our annual picnic meeting et the home of our gracious 
hosts, Mr. and Mrs. Frank &e DeBoos of Dearborn. In spite of inclement weather 
there wes a large attendance, with guests from as far away as Connecticut, Arkansas 
and Indiana. During the brief business meeting the President presented every one 
with a "diploma" which proved to be a copy of the earliest printed map of Detroit. 
This facsimile was made from the engraved original in Bellin'’s Petit Atlas Maritime, 
Peris, 1764, in the Clements Library of the University of Michigan. This was based 
on two manuscript maps made by the French engincer Gaspard Chaussegros de Lery; tho 
map proper, “La Riviere du Detroit” having been drawn in 1752, and the inset “Plan 
du Fort du Detroit™ in 1749. This copy, which we all much appreciate, wes made 
possible through the interost of Mr. Robinson, Mr. Adams of the Cloments Library, 
end Mrs. Stones of the Burton Historical Collection of the Dotroit Public Library. 


At the same meeting Mr. Lot Augustus Merrill presented two books to the Society; one, 
"The American Ancestors of George W. Merrill of Saginaw, Michigen" by his son William 
Merrill, 1903, and “The Genesis of Mifflin County, Pennsylvania” by John Martin 
Stroup and Reymond Mcrtin Bell, 1939. 


Mrs. Chester Ke Smith (Cora Elizabeth Hahn), Genealogist, of Evanston, Illinois, 

has presented to the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research a copy of her book, 
“Certain Eerly Ancestors”, containing genealogies of the Butterfield, Parker, Hohn 
(Hahn), Johnson and Heath families, some members of which were resident in Michigan, 
compiled by Mrse Smith in 1943, printed by Edwards Brothers, Ince, Ann Arbor, 1944. 
Our thanks to Mrs. Smith for her generous gift. 


Mr. Francis Wering Robinson has presented to the Burton Historical Collection a 
family history which he highly recommends for its literary charm, sound historical 
sense, and greet love of family, at all times tempered by genial humor: "A Roberts 
Family quondam Quakers of Queen's County (Ireland) together with some side-line 
sketches of the femilics of Grubb, Jommat, Kncggs and others” by Ethel Jane Adair 
Roberts Impcy cf Birminghom, England, printed for the outhor by Butler & Tanner, 
Frome and London, 1939. This is a companion volume tc one just purchased by Burton 
Historical Collections "Momoirs of My F-mily together with some researches into the 
esrly history of the Morris foamilics of Tipperary, Galway and Mayo” by Elsie Naomi 
Roberts Chapman, printed in 1928. Mrs. Chapman, sister of Mrs. Impey, died in 1928. 


Mr. George Le Austin has contributed a typed copy of three letters written in 1935 

by Mr. Merritt De Metz of Hammond, Indiana, and published in the Amherst Bee of 
Williemsville, New York. They tell of c trip made by Mr. Metz into Lenccster County, 
Pennsylvania, in search of his Metz ancestors. Much interesting informction and 

meny nemes make the letters valuable. 


Mrs. Hoyt E. Whelan of Tecumseh, Michigan, has contributed to the Society some thirty 
typed pages of Billington family matericl which she has collected in her secrch for 
the ancestry of Nelson G. Billington of Now York, Michigen and Indicne. (See poge 28 
of this issuc) This meterial consists of c copy she made of a Billington manuscript 
in the “Algornon Aiken Aspinwall Collection” of the New Englend Historic Geneclogical 
Scosity; a copy, from the file cards of the Gencrrel Society of Moyflower Descendants, 
of cll descendants of gong of Francis 2 Billington and many of his deughters’ des- 
cendents; together with notcs from census reports, court records and letters. 


We note with rogret the decth on June 10 of Mr. Charlcs W. Burton, brothor of Miss M. 
dcnes Burton of this Society, and son of Cl.rence Monroe Burton who gave to the city 
of Detroit his great collection of amcricana, the internetionally known Burton Histor- 
ical Collecticn of the Dotroit Public Library. 
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Miss Sarah Kimball Boutwell, a memboy of tho society until ill health caused her to 
resign, died at the King's Sons and Duaghters Home in Detroit on May 15, 1945. Miss 
Boutwoll was born June 3, 1867 in Boston, Massachusotts, the deughter of William 
Thurston ond Eliza Jeno (Comings) Boutwell. She was graduated from Mt. Holyoke Sem- 
inary in 1890. She roccived training as a nurso in Providence Hospital, Providence, 
Rhode Island, and for a numbor of years hed charge of nurses at Elliott Hospitcl. 

In September, 1915, she become assistant Dean of Women and Librarian at Heidelberg 
College in Ohioe In 1927 she retired becouse of ill health and came to Detrecit to 
be near two of her brothers. Hor burial was in Cambridge, Massachusetts, in the 
fomily lot of Mre and Mrs. Robert Me. Hawthorne in Mt. Auburn Cemotery. Longfellow, 
Lowell and Holmes are buried in the immediate vicinity of the Hawthorne lot. 

Miss Boutwell was a member of the Dolly Todd Madison Chapter, D. A. Re of Tiffin, Ohio; 
Mt. Holyoke Alumnae Association of Detroit; Ohio State Library Association; Lake 
Placid Club; Massachusetts Society of Mayflower Descendants and a Fellow of the An- 
erican Genealogical Society. Through her mother she traced her ancestry to the 
Mayflower pilgrims, Bradford and Brewster. The Boutwolls were an old French Huguc- 
not family who settled very early in Now Hampshiro.

LAMPHERE SCHOOL RECORDS (1844-1854) 
Contributed by William C. Hudson of Royal Oak, Michigan. 


Fractional School District No. 4, commonly. known as the Lamphere School, is 
located hear John Re and Thirteon Mile Roads in the northeastern corner of Royal Oak 
Township, Oakland County, Michigan. The District was organized in 1844 and has 
faithfully preserved its records. Among the earliest settlers in the district were 
Abraham Valentine Rouse, Martin Blunt, Archibald Lamphere, Varnum Lamphere, Manton 
H. Hammond, Olaf W. Newton, Silas Simonson, Elijah Stanley, George Dawson, As Be 
Johnson, Ephraim D. Thompson = all of whom located there prior to 1840 - and Thomas 
Brace, Emanuel Case, Thomas Hitchcock, Daniel A. Denison, Samuel Noyes and Benjamin 
Noyes =-'who came between 1840 and 1844. Most of these families came originally from 
New York State. They noarly all had children of school age and their interest in 
educating them is shown by the active part they took in organizing the district and 
earrying on its affairs. 

The new district as originally constituted consisted of Sections 1, 2, 11 and 
12. The first mseting of the taxable inhabitants was held at the School-house 
(which must therefore have been previously: built) on the 13th of June, 1844, pursu- 
ant to a call issued June 8th by the Township School Inspectors. M. He Hammond 
presided. Minutes of this mecting were entered in a Register, which after one hun- 
dred years ig in good condition, legible and contains entries of meetings and other 
procecdings betweon 1844 and 1870. 

Benjamin Noyes, who had first come to Royal Oak Township in 1824 and was thcre- 
fore one of the township's pionoers, was electod Moderator. Daniel A. Donison, a 
young man of twonty-nine, and a comparative now-comcr in the district, was choscn 
Director. He had come from New York State to Oakland County in 1831 with his father. 
Already a widowor, he had recently marricd tho widow, Louisa P. Wilbur, who was the 
mother of three childron of school age, and was the daughter of Socrates Hopkins, 
first Royal Oak Township Clerk. Mr. Donison was a good ponman and it was he who 
kept the minutos and initiated the good record systom of the district. Willicm 
Noyes wos elected District Assessor. 


It was rosolved to havo a throe menth'’s term of schocl with a fomale teacher. 
Shortly thoeroaftor Mr. Donison ongagod the sorvicos of Phidelia Tillison of Bloom- 
fiold Township to teach in tho district at a salary cf ono dollar por week, school 
to begin Juno 17, 1844. 

A census was taken Scptember 28, 1844, showing the following children betweon 
the ages cof four and eightcon resident in the district at thnt time, forty-ono in 
number.

The Annual meeting was held Oct. 8, 1844. The officers were re-olected. It 
wag resolved to have a winter term of school for four months and cach parent or 
guardian was roquired to furnish thrcoefourths of a cord of wood for cach “scholar” 
they sont to school. School opened Nov. 18, 1844, and on that day Z. (Zilpha) R. 
Phelps signed a contract to teach sixteon weeke at a salary of $1.50 per wook. Of 
the pupils in that first winter school several played a part in the affairs of the 
district in later years: Randolph Wilbur becamo Assessor in 1860; DeWit Wilbur, 
Director in 18613; Louisa P. Wilbur, teacher in 1859; and Frederick Brace, Director 
in 1877. 


While there wore changes in the population of the district during the ycars 
following its formation, and a numbér of new families movod in, the original 
founders continuod to take the leadership in school affairs for many ycars and al- 
ternatod in filling the district offices. Benjamin Noyes, the Moderator, moved cut 
of the district the first winter and was replaced by Thomas Hitchcock. In 1848 a 
proposition to build a new school house was rejected. The census cf Sept. 26, 1850 
showed 74 persons betweon the agcs of four and eighteen. In addition to many of tho

In 1851 it was decided to have the Board visit the school once a year by spend- 
ing one-half day at school. 

Until 1857 teachers in the district continued to "board round" among the school 
patrons, but that. year it was decided that the teacher of the winter term should have 
a permanent boarding place. The practice of boarding round continued during the 
summer terms until 1870 or later. The first male teacher, Calvin Pe. Quick, was on-
